in this country. Here, Robert Ilurwilt 
discusses the committee, its aims, 
activities, and future plans. 

The emphasis is on resistance; resis¬ 
tance to Johnson^s dirty war ^in every 
way that might be feasible for 
Americans living in ^Britain. The goals 
of Stop It Committee,’ however, go 
beyond their immediate demonstra¬ 
tions against American intervention in 
Vietnam and their support for 
American draft resistors. “ The move¬ 
ment in America has come to see that 
they have to change the whole 
society,’* says Danny Schechter, a 
member of Stop It’s nine-man execu¬ 
tive committee, We hope to help 
Britons see the war in a similar way.” 
Stop It does more than just hope. The 
committee has a Speakers Bureau, 
run by Terry Raymond, an attractive 
young redhead and another member 
of the executive committee. She dis¬ 
patches speakers on the war and on 
British complicity in America’s war 
effort to schools, colleges, and local 
groups. 

Terry’s husband, Aubrey, runs a study 

f roup for the committee, investigating 
oth these problems in depth. The 
study programme is divided into two 
actual study groups, each meeting 
every other Sunday evening. One 
group, says Mr Raymond, “ is just sort 
of a general meeting for people to 
talk aluml the ref.itionship of Vietnam
